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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An application in which the benefits of an earlier application are desired must contain a 
specific reference to the prior application(s) in the first sentence of the specification of in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) and (a)(5)). The specific reference to any prior 
nonprovisional application must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or 
continuation-in-part) between the applications except when the reference is to a prior application 
of a CPA assigned the same application number. 

The reference to the provisional application provided in the first sentence of specification 
is erroneous. The provisional application number should be 60/250,373 filed December 1, 2000. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure.

In line 5, "comprises" is a legal phraseology.

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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lallane (FR 
2606093). 

Lallane discloses invention as claimed: a prime mover for powering an electrical 
generator including a base 1, elements 3 rotatably mounted to the base, a pick-up balance 6 
rotatably mounted to the base and a drive train 2 operatively connecting the prime mover to the 
electrical generator. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
jw allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

The feature of the base comprising a rear end support, the rear end support having a 
through-bore, a front end support having a through-bore, a main axle sleeve extending through 
the through-bore in the rear end support and the through-bore in the front end support, the main 
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axle extending through the main axle sleeve, the generator support spaced behind the front end 
support and the reset motor support spaced in front of the front end support., in combination with 
the other limitations present, are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record.
